EMPLOYMENT AND UNEMPLOYMENT : DECEMBER QUARTER, 1939. 


The latest available statistics, from various sources, which offer some 
indication of the movement of Employment and Unemployment throughout Australia have been 
issued by the Commonwealth Statistician (Dr. Roland Wilson). 


Employment _in Factories. The number of persons employed in Australian 
factories in 1938-39 was 22.6% greater than in the pre-depression year of 1928-29, but 
was 1.4% less than in the year 1937-38. When the growth in employee population is 
taken into account, the 1938-39 index number was 8.7% greater than the 1928-29 index and 
2.3% less than the index for 1937-38. 


| A comparison of factory employment in November, 1939 (the latest month of 
for which figures are available for all States) with November, 1938, shows the following 
estimated percentage changes:- New South Wales, +3.23; Victoria, nil; Queensland, +3.33 

“South Australia, -0.9; Western Australia, -1.8; Tasmania, +7.3; Australia, +1.8 (or 
taking account of the growth of employee population, +0.7. 


) Employment_in Retail Stores. The index number for Australia for the year 

1938-39 indicates a 30% increase in employment since July, 1933 (the first date for 
which figures are available), and a 1.3% increase since 1937-38. When the growth of 
employee population is taken into account the increases are 22.5% since July, 1933 and 
0.2% since 1937-38. 


A comparison of employment in retail stores in November, 1939 (the latest 
Month for which figures are available for all States) with November, 1938, shows the 
following estimated percentage changes:- New South Wales, +0.83; Victoria, +0.7; 
Queensland, +1.7; South Australia, -4.3; Western Australia, -2.6; Tasmania, +6.93 
Australia, +0.2 (or, taking account of the growth of employee population, -0.8).

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INDEXES OF EMPLOYMENT IN NEW SOUTH WALES AND 
QUEENSLAND 





Working from the basis of the results of the Census of 30th June, 1933, and 
from compilations made from returns of emvloyers in remitting wages tax and returns 
collected from Government Departments, the Government Statistician of New South Wales 
has prepared an index of employment and unemployment covering all persons depencent on 
employment in New South Wales. The Director o- She Bureau of Industry of Queensland 
publishes a table compiled from census results, unemployed insurance contributions, 
workers' compensation records, and shop and factory returns. The table gives a com~ 
prehensive statement of all persons in work (other than relief work) in Queensland, 
whether as employees, employers or independent workers. A full percentage of unemploy- 
ment, covering the whole working population, is also shown; this percentage can be de- 
fined as the ratio of the number of persons seeking and capable of work and not in work, 
to the total of the working population.

The indexes were revised in November, 1937. In estimating the increase 
in the number of persons dependent on employment allowance is now made for (a) increase 
in the proportion of females who are wage-earners, and (b) youths who were without occu- 
sation but were not recorded in the wage-earning group at the Census of 1933. Adjust- 
nent for seasonal variations in employment is not made except in respect of casual retail 
employees in December. At the Census of 30th June, 1933, 15,142 persons dependent on 
mployment returned themselves as unemployed by reason of illness, accident, etc. or 
'voluntarily". This number, representing 1.8 per cent. of all persons dependent on em- 
nloyment is excluded from the above indexes, which relate to percentages of available 
vage-earners, employed and unemployed. The approximate number of persons in private em- 
oloyment was 478,000 in June, 1933; 653,000 in June, 1937; 669,000 in June, 1938; and 
706,000 in November, 1939.

It should be noted that the figures refer to the mid-month of each 
quarter, and represent the conditions at the middle of that month. Consequently, the 
latest figures referred to herein relate to the middle of November, 1939. 


Following the peak point (30 per cent.) in unemployment attained in 
the June quarter of 1932 the percentage dropped continuously to 8 per cent. in the March 
quarter of 1938, the lowest figure since August, 1927, when it was 6.7 per cent. After 
March, 1938, the index commenced to rise again, and, with minor fluctuations, reached 
10.4 per cent. in the September quarter, 1939, but fell to 9.5 per cent. in the December 
quarter, 1939.
